Kendall appeared at bolli Tups- 
day's and yesterday's legislative 
meetings At first he said it is "now 
a coop but organized", and chal- 
anyone to show one instance 
coop members had not re- 
ceived coop benefits For his re- 1 
fusal to turn over records.

Dean James H Graham of the 
rngin"-ring collepe will leave Lex- 
ington the latter part of this week 
for Washinston. where he will pre- 
sent a plan to officials which, if ac- 
cepted, will provide an eight -week 
college short course for training in- 
spectors in munition factories, tank 
factories and other war material 
plants, at the University. 

The plan is a reply to a letter, 
received by Dean Graham, which 
proposed to use a recent congres- 
si-nal appropriation of $9,000,000 to 
be granted to colleges to aid them 
in setting up courses on an engi- 
neering level. 

In every department which might 
.peed up national defease, inquiries 
have been made to determine the 
depaitment's availability in case of 
need Among these, the physics 
department received questionnaires 
from the National Resources Plan- 
ning board regarding their speciali- 
zation. 

Manganese. Tin Problem 

Already the University labora- 
tories are working on the problem 
of creating usable manganese and 
tin from the low-grade ore which 
is found in the Western hemisphere. 
As most of the supply is now con- 
trolled by the axis powers, this has 
become of prime importance in na- 
tional defense. 

Included in the research will be 
(he making Up of metals from man- 
ganese, iron and carbon. Prom these 
alloys, it is expected, the manu- 
facture of airplanes will be helped. 

While this work is being carried 
on. the building on the aeronauti- 
cal-motors laboratory on Rose 
street, will go forward speedily now 
that a $70,000 supplement gift has 
been received through the Viking 
Foundation from Axel-Wenner- 
Gren. Swedish millionaire indus- 
trialist 

According to Prof. A. J. Meyer 
plans for a complete laboratory 
within a set budget could now be 
made. Neither plans nor estimates 
were completed on July 2. when the 
first gift of $80,000 was made, but 
with the last gift on October 18. 
plans will be rounded out. 

The building, which Is expected to 
be completed around December 1 
for use on January 1. 
to test all types of in- 
englnes. The

Ratings Reversed 

The Williamson system does a 
complete about-face in these calcu- 
lations ranking Alabama 49th in the 
United States with a figure ot 88 0. 
while Kentucky is back to 56lh po- 
sition with 87.8 However, four other 
teams are tied with the Red Ele- 
phants at 88.0. and two other teams 
are knotted with the Wildcats with 
an 87.8 standing This actually makes 
Kentucky rank next to Alabama in 
Mr Williamson's table. 

Kentucky's tie with the Oeorgia 
Bulldogs dropped them from 89.9 to 
89.4 in the Litkenhous ratings, while 
Alabama, which did not play, re- 
tained the same position.

Editorials in the 1940 Kernel ad- 
vocating meeting the returning 
football teams by students are not 
advancing a new and untried idea 
In 1920 the University Senior Court 
decreed All freshmen . . shall be 
required to go in a body to all trains 
on which the football team is ar- 
riving or departing, and shall be 
required to attend all football ral- 
lies, bonfires, parades and other 
athletic meetings or relebrations 
held in the interest of football or 
other athletics, and partake in all 
snake dances and other demonstra- 
tions between halves." 

Other rules for freshmen were 
"No freshman shall break a senior 
at any dance" and No member of 
the student body shall intrude on 
the special privileges heretofore en- 
Joyed only by seniors These priv- 
ileges shall consist of wearing cor- 
duroys: carrying canes or swagger 
sticks: wearing mustaches; or ap-
